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“Tes Sept PaAROLES DU Curist” le 5e oratorio du célébre auteur, est sans contre- 
dit, son ouvrage le plus considérable. Les précédents oratorios du Dr. Hartmann: 
“St> Pierre", ‘St, Francois", "Là Céne" et. *'L'a Mort du'Sauveur", ont été) exécutés 
avec beaucoup de succés dans les principales villes d'Europe. A New York, à Carnegie 
Hall, **St. Pierre" fut chanté en 1907 sous la direction de l'auteur, et cette magnifique 
exécution est considerée comme le meilleur et le plus brillant concert de la saison. La 
premiére audition des. ‘‘Sept Paroles" a eu lieu en Baviére, à Bamberg, le 11, 12 et 
13 Octobre 1908. 

Paul Eugéne von An der Lan-Hochbrunn, le nom de l'auteur avant son ordination, 
est né a Salurn, Tyrol en 1863. Parmi ses principaux maitres de musique nous citerons 
les professeurs Zepperle, Anzoletti, Pierre Singer, Homeyer etc. En 1893 il fut nommé 
maitre de chapelle del’église St. Sauveur à Jérusalem et à l'église du St. Sepulchre. En 
1895 on le trouve organiste de l'Aracoeli à Rome, ce qui lui vaut d tre nommé succeseur 
de Cesi comme directeur du Conservatoire de Santa Chiara ou il enseigne de 1901 à 1903 
la composition et l'instrumentation et eut pour succeseur Mascagni. Depuis 1906 sa 
résidence définitive est Munich. 

Au course de sa carriére il fut honoré de nombreux titres et récompences: En 1898 
il fut élu membre de l'Académie de Ste. Cécile à Rome. En 1905 il est membre hono- 
raire de l'Académie Platania de Palermo et regoit une médaille d'or; il est en méme temps 
membre de l'Académie des Vingt-quatre Immortels à Rome, docteur honoraire de la fa- 
culté de théologie de l'Université de Wurzbourg, Baviére. Comme Tyrolien il est membre 
de l'Ordre des Nobles Tyroliens ot il regut en 1901 la Croix d'or pro Ecclesia Pontifice 
de premiére classe, puis en 1902 la grande médaille d'or pour l'Art et la Science d'Au- 
triche; en 1905 il fut nommé par l'empereur Frangois Joseph Chevalier de l'ordre impérial 
autrichien, et recut la méme année la médaille d'or du Chapitre Vatican. L’empereur 
Guilleaume II lui a offert, comme preuve d'estime, la grande édition compléte des ceuvres 
de Bach et il a regu de la cour bavaroise la collection des partitions de Richard Wagner. 


*Drg SIEBEN LETZTEN WorTE” ist der Titel des fünften Oratoriumsaus der Feder des 
berühmten Komponisten und ohne Frage bedeutet dieses Werk die Krone seiner SchOpf- 
ungen. Dr. Hartmann's vier anderen Oratorien: ‘‘St. Peter", ‘‘St Franziskus", *'Das 
Letzte Abendmahl” und ‘‘Der Tod des Herrn" sind alle mit grossem Erfolg in den grosseren 
Stádten Europa'saufgeführt worden. ‘‘St. Peter" wurde in New York in Carnegie Hall im 
Jahre 1907 unter persónlicher Leitung des Komponisten gesungen und diese Aufführung 
wurde in Musikkreisen als das bedeutendste Konzert der Saison angesehen. Die ersten 
Aufführungen der ‘‘Sieben Letzten Worte" haben am 11., 12. und 18. Oktober 1908 in 
Bamberg stattgefunden. 

Paul Eugen von An der Lan-Hochbrunn, unter welchem Namen er vor seiner Ordi- 
nation bekannt war, wurde geboren in Salurn, Tyrol, im Jahre 1868. Unter seinen Lehrern 
seien genannt: Zepperle, Anzoletti, Peter Singer, Homeyer etc. 1893 erhielt er einen Ruf 
nach Jerusalem als Organist und Chorleiter an der Erlóserkirche und der Basilika des Hei- 
ligen Grabes. 1895 finden wirihn alsOrganist an Aracoeli in Rom, wo er gleichzeitig als 
Direktor des Konservatoriums Santa Chiaratütig war, Sein Vorgánger in dieser Stellung 
war Cesi und sein Nachfolger Mascagni. Von 1901 bis 1908 wirkte er hier als Lehrer der 
Komposition und Instrumentation. Seit 1906 hat Dr. Hartmann seinen permanenten 
Wohnsitz in München. 

Wahrend seiner Laufbahn kamen ihm Ehrungen in grosser Anzahl zu. 1898 wurde 
er zum aktiven Mitglied der Kgl. Musik-Akademie St. Cácilia in Rom erwáhlt, 1900, als 
Partenio Meonio, zum Mitglied der Akademie der Akadier. 1905 zum Ehrenmitglied der 
Academia Platania in Palermo mit der goldenen Medaille ernannt, wurde er auch gleich- 
 zeitig Mitglied der Akademie der 24 Unsterblichen in Rom. Die Universitat Würzburg 
ehrte ihn durch die Ernennung zum Ehrendoktor der Theologischen Fakultát. P. Hart- 
mann entstammt einem alten tyroler Adelsgeschlecht und empfing 1901 das goldene 
Ehrenkreuz erster Klasse pro Ecclesia et Pontifice, 1902 die grosse goldene Medaille von 
Oesterreich für Kunst und Wissenschaft und 1905 ernannte ihn Kaiser Franz Joseph I. 
zum Ritter des Franz Joseph Ordens. Im gleichen Jahre erhielt er auch die grosse gol- 
dene Medaille des vatikanischen Kapitels. Von Kaiser Wilhelm II. wurde ihm die grosse 
Ausgabe von Bach's Werken zum Geschenk gemacht und der bayrische Hof verehrte ihm

Not for a moment does he lose sight of the fact that he is engaged in 
giving a musical parallel of the consummation of the Divine mission and he ever keeps before him the 
danger of becoming merely hysterically: sensational or brutally realistic when dealing with the san- 
guinary story of the Cross. Dr. Hartmann's treatment of the subject is at the same time essentially 
modern, and, as far as one can gather from Biedermann’s apparently comprehensive arrangement, the . & 
orchestration is independent and picturesque yet reined with a firm hand.

The choral matter, - - 
without being excessively difficult, is nevertheless somewhat complex, but the interest is maintained 
throughout and a fugal episode on the words, "Thou hast redeemed. us through the Cross," forms) an 
appropriate and eonsolatory pendant to the text as well as an effective finale. Although the original 
libretto is in Latin, the English translation follows it very closely and has been very well done. On this 
account therefore. this new version of ‘‘The Seven Words" ought to commend itself to festival promoters, gt 
Cathedral authorities or any other fully equipped musical body, and the absence of anything that would : MEL. 
give rise to hostile objection or sectarian controversy is a strong argument in favor of this really Es M 
impressive piece of sacred musical art being taken in hand by any competent church establishment. It 
must be remembered, however, that in order to-secure an adequate rendering, a capable orchestra is a sine 
Quà non, as the varied demands of the instrumentation and symphonic interludes cannot otherwise be 
met with any hope of success. If, therefore, in addition to this solo vocalists are reliable and the choir 
efficient Dr. Hartmann’s oratorio can hardly fail to command the respect due to the genius and industry 
of an accomplished scholar and a cultivated musician. ;

"His latest work is for choir and orchestra, with three soloists, the relator (soprano), the invisible 
Christ (baritone), and two personages, Dismas and Longinus (bass), whose parts are sung by one per- ^ 
son. The work is divided into two parts. : 8 

*We note the always interesting, happy and hallowed manne in which appears the voice of the Christ, 
with the most appropriate repetitions of the theme, and in the r:ost expressive modifications, with a har- 
monisation often extremely rare and seductive. Having at hand the piano score only; it is hard for us to 
speak of the orchestration, but from instrumental indications printed between the staves, it is easily seen 
with what care the orchestration has been worked out, and its frank and grave sonority. One cannot  - 
but note the extreme skill in the writing of the quartet. But this could not very well be otherwise, Dr. _ 
Hartmann being a Tyrolese. In that country the string instruments haye always held a place of honor, 
and the technique becomes, so to speak,instinctive to any one that feels the call to be a composer. ;
